“The attention of Congress tis called to 
the necessity of providing a more complete 


and adequate form of government for Alas- 

a. The efforts to administer justice and 
maintain order in the territory, with the 
large accessions of population that have 
recently gone into that region, restricted by 
the very limited machinery provided for 
Alaska in its original sparsely populated 
condit.on, are attended with great difficul- 
ty and emberrassment. The power of Con- 
to provide a form o government 
yxtedl to the peculiar conditions of this 
cassieag? is undoubted. The machinery of 
justice is entirely inadequate. 

“There should be an increase In the num- 
ber of judges, the number of United States 
Commissioners and United States District 
Attorneys. The powers of the United States 
Commissioners in that territory should be 
increased, so as to enable them to hear und 
conclude minor cases of both civil and crim- 
inal nature, with right of appeal to the ter- 
ritorial district court. Much compiaint 
arises from the operations of the fee sys- 
tem in connection with the office of the 
I'nited States Commissioners. I recommend 
that a change In the method of compensat- 
ing these officers be made, so that thefr 
compensation shall be paid entirely by a 
fixed salary. and all fees covered into the 


treasury.

Each morning before court opens John 
Henry Collins embraces and kisses his step- 
mother when she comes into the court- 
room. 

This morning, as on most other mornings, 
John was in the courtroom ahead of his 
folks. He was seated when his stepmother, 
his sister Grace, his stepbrother, Grant 
Meade, and three or four other relatives 
came in. John arose nimbly as they entered 
the door. He arranged the chairs for them, 
putting the chair for his stepmother close 
to his, and the cfhair for Grace next to that. 
When Mrs. Collins came up to him he put 
his left arm around -her neck and kissed 
her lips. The woman with the _ kindly, 
troubled face, smiled sadly and sat down 
alongside of him 

John Collins has good reason to love and 
respect his stepmother. Through good and 
evil report she has stuck to him, pro- 
tected him, and her belief in his innocence 
has never wavered. Mrs. Collins suid re- 
cently to a reporter: 

‘There Was never a better or a more loy- 
ing or affectionate boy than John has been, 
His own mother died when he was a sma!) 
boy and I raised him and I love him as it 
he were my own boy. In all the sixteen 
years that I cared for him, I never saw 
him. do an unkind act or speak an unkind 
word to anyone, never in my life saw 
him speak an unkind word to his father, or 
even give his father an unkind look. He 
loved his father. I have seen the boy's lip 
quiver under a reproof from his father, but 
the reproof was never severe, and John 
always received it with a feeling of sorrow 
that he had injured the feelings of his 
father. John was always kind, dutiful and 
affectionate, 

‘‘as I believe in my Savior I believe that 
my boy is innocent of this terrible charge. 
The statement that my husband saw or 
knew who shot him, or that I saw and 
knew who did it, are absolutely false and 
cruel to u& My husband was too dazed to 
see or say anything except to ask me ina 
whisper to get the camphor. That is all he 
said, 

‘“T have tried to lead a Christian life. I 
hope I am a Christian, but if I knew I was 
to meet my God the next moment I would 
say that 1 know absolutely that John did 
not kill his father and that he does not 
‘know who did it. And I do not know. It is 
as much a mystery to us as to anyone 
else. I, Know, too, that my husband did 
not commit suicide. Someone 
him. 


Marsh, President of the Keystone Nation- 
al Bank, which failed in March, 1891, was 
arranged in the United States District 
Court to-day and pleaded guilty to indict- 
ments charging the misapplication of funds 
of the institution and the qeaking of false 
reports of the bank’s condition to the 
Comptroller of the Currency.

Steel, for- 
merly cashier of the wrecked Chestnut 
Street National Bank, was also arraigned 
to-day and pleaded not gufifty to an in- 
dictment charging him with aiding and 
abetting President Wm. M. Singerly (now 
deceased) in the misappropriation of the 
funds of that institution. 

After Marsh had entered his plea of guilty 
his counsel asked the court's permission 
to present a statement of his cHent which 
shows the mitiwating circumstances in con- 
nestiqn With the commission of acts to 
which he had pnreaded guiity. Counsel in- 
formed the court that this statement woul] 
show that after Mr. Marsh had assumed 
the presidency of the bank he found that 
there exieted a defictencyv in the bank of 
over a million dollars.

However, he would not make 
this case an exception and would not go 
into an investigation of the bank's affairs. 
He would merely listen to counsel's stase- 
ments relative to the defendant's acts with 
the object of determining the extent of 
punishment to be imposed.
